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TERROR REIGNS IN 


TWO RAZED CITIES 
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Terrific Qonvulsion Drives People of 


Messina and Reggie Mad With 


Renewed Fears; 


Violence of the Shocks 
Exceeded 


, Those of Fatal Convulsion Which 


Came in December. 


Messina, Sicily, July 1.—Six months 


after the devastating earthquake of 
Dec. 28, which laid waste more than 
a score of cities and towns in Cala- 
bria and Sicily, and killed 200,000 peo- 
ple. Messina and Reggio were this 
morning again startled by an earth- 
quake which had they been rebuilt 
would have laid them a second time in 
ruins. 


It. is impossible to accurately de- 


termine the - casualties. 
One woman 


was killed by a falling wall and a 
child was seriously injured. 


The most severe earthquakes came 


at 7:20. and 7:25 this morning and 
were similar to the fatal disturbances 
of Dec. 2S; being accompanied by the 
same roaring noises that added to the 
terror'of that fa'.efui night. 


People Shrieked in Terror. 


The 
population fled 
in fear, and 


cries of terror rent the air. 
The peo- 


ple hurried to the open places of the 
city and the 
surrounding country, 


praying to the saints that their lives 
might be spared. 


Gradually as the confidence of the 


people returned, Messina had acquired 
a population of something over 25,000 
but today the people again are in ter- 
ror and do not feel themselves' safe 
even In the temporary huts erected .for 
their shelter and have fled to the 
country. They lack food and covering 
and are camping out in pitiful and 
desolate groups.. Sailors, soldiers and 
policemen have been sent out through 
the district to prevent looting and 
give courage to the • people.

PROBING REFORMATORY. 


Enough has been disclosed concern- 


Ing affairs at the Indiana reformatory 
to justify a searching investigation. 
The probe may disclose nothing worse 
than is already known, but what has 
been uncovered arouses widespread 
Suspicion ot worse condition under- 
neath and only an honest, Impartial 
and resolutely purposed Inquiry aimed 
at disclosure of the whole truth will 
suffice. 


We believe Governor Marshall will 


insist on such an inquiry and cause It 
to be directed with a purpose single to 
the welfare of the institution and the 
general public good. Seldom has any 
Indiana governor given to the conduct 
o£ the executive office such laborious, 
painstaking, conscientious 
effou 
to 


have the affairs of the state managed 
as they should be. In the selection o£ 
men for appointment to office he has 
turned a deaf ear to all claims pre- 
ferred on political account and made 
his choice on merit alone. So careful 


• has he been to get tha kind oC men he 


believes should be chosen for public 
service that within his own party there 
have been mutterings of complaint. It 
is not to be doubted, therefore, that in 
projecting this inquiry into the affairs 
at the reformatory he will be guided 
solely by high-minded considerations 
ot the public good. 


Superintendent Whittaker has made 


a good record at the reformatory am 
great progress In the administration 
of that penal institution has resulted 
There are evidences, 
however, tha' 


something has gone wrong. If he is 
blameless none should welcome mon 
heartily than himself a complete an< 
satisfying disclosure of affairs.

Extra police pre- 
cautions were taken here, Mayor Ma- 
lone instructing the chief of police to 
detail a patrolman to every city block 
wherein is located a saloon. 


This was done at the request of 


the saloon men, who feared that the 
crowds about to start on the long 
Marathon across the desert of prohi- 
bition would overstep tho bounds of 
good behavior in some instances. But 
it was, on the main, a good-natured, 
yet a sorrowing throng, which in- 
dulged in its last farewell revelry. 


While all this good fellowship was 


In progress In the heart of the city, 
the 
state-wide . prohibitionists, 
the 


white rlbboners who hud waged onti 
of the hottest campaigns In the his- 
tory of the state to secure the enact- 
ment of the cherished measure, held 
private meetings of rejoicing.

EXPLOSIVES AS FREIGHT. 


| New Rules Governing Them When in 


Transit. 


As a further stop toward adding to 


ths safety ot railroad operations, the 
lines comprising the American Rail- 
way association and oneralinff 246,172 
miles of lino In the United States, 
Canada'and Mexico, will, beginning to- 
day, put into effect revised rules for 
the transoortatiou of inflammable ar- 
ticles and acids. 
Those arc comple- 


mentary to tho rules of tho interstate 
commerce commission, effective April 
13, 1909, for the transportation of ex- 
plosives. 
Tho Pennsylvania Railroad 


company has hail these rules printed 
and 'distributed, with Instructions that 
every employe concerned must obtain 
a copy of them and be governed ac- 
cordingly. 


These regulations for the transpor- 


tation of dangerous articles hnve been 
formulated by Col. B. W. Dunn, TJ. S. 
A., • chief Inspector of the bureau for 
the safe transportation of explosives 
for the American Railway association, 
nnd are based upon an act of congress 
approved May 30, inoS. 


The importance of the reflations 


may be realized from the fact that 
there are in this country moro than 
150 factories, the combined product of 
which in the course of a year is over 
!>00.000,000 pounds of explosives. 
In 


190G a. single railroad transported over 
91,000,000 pounds of 
explosives and 


used for this purpose 10,000 cars. 


It is stipulated that every articje of 


a, hazardous character, when 
offered 


for'shipment, must bear a prescribed 
label lo indicate to the railroad em- 
ployes the method of handling. 


To casos holding inflammable liquids, 


shippers must attach a red labol con- 
taining the following-: 
"Notice to em- 


ployes; caution. keep away from flro, 
stoves, radiators, lighted matches, lan- 
terns and direct sunlight. Any leaking 
packages must be removed to a safe 
place. 
Shipper has certified on his 


shipping order to compliance with all 
regulations that apply to this pack- 
age." 


For inflammables generally there is 


a yellow label with the following In- 
structions: 
"Notice to railway em- 


ployes; caution.' keep fire and lights 
away, sweep up and remove i-carefully 
contents qf broken packages. 
Shipper 


has certified on his shipping order to 


' compliance with all regulations that 


apply.to this package."
